Dear  Mr.  Porter : Re:  Malayan  Colony 


Since  I wrote  you  last,  I have  up  until  a few  days  ago, 
been  working  almost  continuously  on  this  proposition.  These 
Russians  are  very  hard  to  deal  with  and  very  slow  to  act  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances.  It  took  me  over  two  years  to 
get  them  to  the  point  of  coming  to  see  Alberta  and  I did  not 
hope  that  I would  be  able  to  make  a definite  deal  with  them 
under  six  months  or  a year  after  their  inspection  of  the  land. 


The  difficulty  at  the  present  time  is  this:  The  Guadaioupe 

Colony  wish  to  make  the  move  and  come  in  a party  of  at  least 
forty  or  fifty  families  this  coming  spring  arid  they  cannot  make 
this  move  without  the  assistance  of  the  los  Angeles  Colony  who 
are  better  off  for  ready  cash  than  those  in  Mexico. 

When  the  four  los  Angeles  delegates  returned,  three  of 
them  reported  very  favorably  on  the  Tilley  lands  while  the 
fourth  one,  Alex  Gaikii&n , reported  that  the  lam  and  other 
conditions  ideal,  but  that  the  water  condition  was  bad.  This 
ostensible  objection  is  to  the  system  of  reservoirs  for  winter 
water  for  the  live  stock  and  the  cisterns  for  drinking  water  in 
use  the  year 'round.  Galki^n  is  a merchant  with  a large  general 
store  in  the  heart  of  thelos  Angeles  colony."  He  has  the  trade 
of  a great  percentage  of  t he  oolony  and  is  getting  wealthy  from 
it.  I am  firmly  convinced  that  his  sole  purpose  in  coming  with 
the  delegates  to  Canada  was  to  find  something  unfavorable  to 
report  so  as  to  hold  the  colony  in  los  Angeles  and  hence  insure 
the  continuance  of  his  own  prosperous  business.  In  this  I 
suspect  he  was  backed  by  two  or  three  others  who  are  in  business 
themselves  and  very  prosperous  ana  who  really  do  not  want  to 
leave  Los  Angeles  which  they  v/ould  have  to  do  were  the  whole 
colony  to  move. 

A great  many  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  city  and 
at  the  end  of  each  they  are  no  nearer  coming  to  a decision  than 
when  they  started.  They  keep  putting  me  off.  Back  of  all  this 
delay  I suspect  are  the  reasons  given  above. 

As  I have  tried  every  scheme  I know  to  bring  matters 
to  a head,  I have  decided  to  let  matters  rest  for  a couple  of 
months  or  so  when  I will  again  visit  the  Mexican  Colony  and 
see  what  can  be  done.  I firmly  believe  that  as  a result  of

the  visit  to  Alberta  these  Mexican  Russians  will  eventually 
come  our  way,  but  as  matters  stand  now,  tilings  cannot  be  rushed. 

Of  course , I do  not  expect  you  to  hold  the  Tilley 
proposition  open  for  these  people  and  when  we  begin  negotiations 
anew  they  will  have  to  take  what  you  have  left  and  are  willing 
to  give  them. 

I am  here  going  over  the  San  Joaquin  Talley  in  search 
of  a similar  colony  or  a large  number  of  any  other  people  who 
may  wish  to  move  in  a body  and  to  whom  the  Tilley  location  would 
appeal.  I am  distributing  G.  P.  R.  literature  to  any  one  inter- 
ested and  doing  propaganda  work  that  may  materialize  later  on. 

So  far,  I have  not  located  a large  colony.  This  is  a big  and 
populous valley  - an  empire  in  itself  and  there  is  no  telling 
when  I may  find  what  I am  looking  for. 

I have  gotten  some  information  here  about  a large 
settlement  of  G-erman  Mennonites , sugar  beet  farmers  in  Western 
Kansas.  It  seems  they  are  quite  Americanized  and  a great  many 
of  them  American  citizens  so  that  they  would  be  easy  to  get  into 
Canada  past  the  Immigration  authorities.  They  are,  I am  told, 
contemplating  a move  in  a body  and  it  would  be  good  business  to 
go  to  their  district  and  investigate.  However , my  own  financial 
resources  have  been  almost  exhausted  in  the  Malahi an  venture  and 
I would  personally  be  unable  to  put  in  the  time  and  money  re  cessary 
for  such  an  investigation.  However,  if  you  thought  it  worthwhile  , 
and  would  furnish  the  "sinews  of  war"  I would  be  glad  to  go  between 
now  and  Christmas  and  see  what  could  be  done.  I could  also  look 
into  any  other  likely  colony  in  Kansas  where  I understand  there 
are  a number. 

I wish  to  thank  you  for  the  extension  already  granted 
in  connection  with  the  lilley  lands  and  regret  I could  not  get 
the  Russians  to  act  in  time  to  take  it  up.

I have  been  working  for  the  past  year  with  Mr.  17. J .McNamara, 
Torrance,  Cal.,  on  a movement  of  a Russian  colony  from  Old  Mexico  and 
also  several  Russian  families  from  Southern  California.  This  movement 
is  coming  to  a head  very  rapidly.  They  expect  to  send  up  their  delegates 
in  July.'  Mg.  Jtejlamaral al  ready  has  fourteen  families  who  haye  H^strnct ed 
him  to  acu  tSOanada  the  last  ofnrETsweek  ailcT  k3  e 1 «Jct""lUJIcnYo  r them"!  T r 
^roi^ted  out  to  Hr.  McNamara  this  would"  not  "be' possioxe  as  ne  is  one  of 
our  commission  agents,  that  he  could  go  and  select  a tentative  site' hut 
we  will  not  be  able  to  issue  a contract  until  the  purchaser  has  seen  the 
land  himself. 

All  these  people  want  irrigated  land.  There  are  about  175 
families  in  the  main  colony.  It  will  take  between  250  to  500  quarter 
sections  of  land  to  satisfy  the  colony  and  if  the  movement  is  satis- 
factory it  will  be  by  far  the  biggest  deal  put  over  in  the  Irrigation 
Block.: 

These  Russians  are  all  capable  of  f inane!  tg  themselves , have 
farmed  for  a number  of  years  in  Old  Mexico  in  fact  were  there  before 
the  war  and  although  they  are  a religious  sect  they  are  not  as  radical 
as  Doukobors. 

I anticipate  the  necessity  of  Mr.  McNamara,  in  conjunction 
with  our  Department  in  Montreal,  interviewing  the  Minister  of  Immigra- 
tion with  a view  of  endeavoring  to  get  a permit  for  their  entry.  I 
know  there  will  be  some  obstacles  in  this'  direction  however  I thought 
best  to  advise  you  ahead  of  time  so  that  you  could  discuss  with  the 
Engineer  or  Don  Bark  some  location  where  there  is  sufficient  land 
available  to  satisfy  their  requirements . Personally  I think  it  will 
be  poor  policy  to  scatter  them  all  over  the  Irrigation  Block. 

I will  give  Hr . McNamara  the  necessary  letters  of  introduction 
to  yourself  and  the  other  officials .
